dobts wore maturing saffered severply

“The year 1896 was one of comparative
agricultural plenty. and  although prices
ranged low the great erops of that year
brought money into the Lhands of the pro-
ducers and the geood effecl hag been shown
1o restored  confidence,  improved business
and the 1Guldation of indebtedoness.  What
good orops mean will e apparent from the
stutement, that in the year 1886 the crop of
corn in Nebraska alone was over S00,000,000
bushels, worth In the market when gold
as a product, of transmuted by feeding loto
cattle, hogs and sheep, about $U0000.000 to
270,000,000, T believe it o sale sl conserva-
tive estimate to =iy that the agricultural
products of Nebraska alone in the yoar 1880
wore worth £175,000,000, or considerably over
$100 per eapita. 1 read n report in yester-
day's papers that the state has pald off he-
tween 25,000,000 and $20,000 000 of ita mort-
gnze  Indebtedness, [ do wot thiok this
an exaggeration,

HARVEST OF 1847,

“I do not think the crop of 1887 wlill be
fess than last year. Indeed, the proapect s
that it will be much greater. The small
grains are being  harvested and  can be
deemed secure. The norcage is very large
and the vield cabundant. The corn never
looked better in any July in my thirty vears
i the west, and all the signs of the times
are favorable and evidence that prosperity
hig returned to bless us, It hae come, and
will, 1 belleve, remalh from natural causcs
anmd not ns the result of pollitical or legis-
lative action.
